Conforrnance Process:

The contracting officer shalf require that any class of service employee which is
not listed herej-n and which is to be employed under the contract (i.e., the work to
be perforrned is not performed by any cfassification flsted in the wage

deterrninatj-on ) , be classified by the contractor so as to provide a reasonabfe
relationship (i.e,, appropriate level of skilI comparlson) between such unfisted
ctassifications and the classlfications listed in the wage determination. such
conforrned c.Lasses of ernployees shalf be paid the monetary wages and furnished the
fringe benefits as are determined. such conforming process sha1l be initiated by
1-ha ..rrra.ror nrror to rhp n6rf^rrr^n.a ^F .^nfract work by Such unlisted class(eS)
of enployees. The confoxmed classiflcation, wage rate, and/or fringe benefits shall
be retroactive to the comnencement date of the contract. {See Section 4.6 (C) (vi)}
When multiple wage determinations ale included in a contract, a separate SF 1444

should be prepared for each wage determination to which a class(es) 1s to be

conforned.

The process for preparj-ng a conformance request is as follows:

1) When preparlng the bid, the contractor identifies the need for a conformed
occupation(s) and computes a proposed rate(s).

2) After contract award, the conLractor prepares a written report listj-ng in order
proposed cfassification title(s), a Federal grade equivalency (FGE) for each
proposeO classiflcation(s), job description(s), and rationale for proposed wage

rate(sl, including information regarding the agreement or disagreement of the
authorlzed representative of Lhe employees involved, or where there j-s no authorized
representativl, the employees themselves. This report should be submltted to the
contracting officer no later than 30 days after such unlisted class (es) of empfoyees

performs any contract i4ork.

3) The contracting officer reviews the proposed action and pronptly submits a repor:t

of the action, together with the agency's reconmendations and pertinent
information lncluding the position of the contractor and the empfoyees, to the Wage

and Hour Division, Employrent standalds Admini-st rati on. U'S' Departnent of Labor'
for review. (see section 4.6(b) (2) of Regulations 29 cFR Part 4) '

4) within 30 days of recelpt, the Wage and Hour Dlvision approves, modifies' 01:

disapproves the actj.on via transmittal to the agency contracting officer' or
notiiies the contracting officel that addltional time wilf be required to process

the request.

5) The contracting officer transmits the vlage and Hour decision to the contractor'
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Information required by the Regulations must be subnitted on sF 1444 or bond paper.

when preparing a conformance request, the "Servjce ConLracr Act Dlrectory of
Occupations" (the Directory) should be used to compare job definirions to insure
that duties .requested are noL performed by a classification already fisLed in the
wage determination. Renember, it is not the job title, but the required Lasks thaL
determine whether a class is included in an established wage deterninatlon.
Conformances may not be used to artificially split, conlcine, or subdivide
cl- assi fications listed in the waqe determination.
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
